Of the estimated fifteen million who 
were forced against their will into the ranks of the unem- 
ployed the majority had been so generous that less than 
enough to carry their household for a month or two remained 


on hand when the heartless curse of unemployment converted | 


them into helpless paupers. 


Some had credit to carry them a while. Some had relatives | 


or friends from whom they could make temporary loans and 
still others had sufficient in savings to carry them greater of 


shorter periods of time. But their purchasing power was so| 


tremendously reduced that millions of them no longer were 
able to pay such ordinary bills as rent, interest or even taxes, 
with the result that those who had depended on the renters, 
borrowers and installment buyers to bear the chief part of the 
burden of government by assessing them indirectly enough 


extra to cover all or at least the major portion of the costs | 


finally collected by the state or municipality in the form of 
taxes, were confronted with the unprecedented predicament 
of being obliged to pay the taxes themselves. 

When the depression thus transferred the burden of tax- 
ation back to the owners, money lenders and sellers on credit 
everybody can still hear them clamoring for a reduction of 
taxes. The easy marks, who had been bled during previous 


years with high prices, high rents and interest charges, had by | 


force of circumstances been rendered unable to pay the other 


fellows’ taxes, as they had always done during more prosperous | 


times, before unemployment destroyed their buying power, 
which made it impossible for them to pay. When that hap- 
pened the rent, interest and profit collectors began to look 
about for some other method to saddle the bulk of the burden 
of taxation on the backs of the common people, who had so 
suddenly become hopelessly poor. 


They found this method in the sales tax, for under it 
every bit of food, every bit of clothing that might be bought 
by or for the poorest of the poor could be taxed to the full 
and the unemployed man with a family of ten or twelve to 
feed could not escape paying ten or twelve times as much as 
the money-lending miser or the familyless landord. So they 
worked and planned to put it over in the legislature of Cali- 
fornia and finally they actually did it. Will the people of Cal- 
ifornia tamely submit to it? 

It is the scheme of all schemes to load the larger portion of 
the burden of taxation on the backs of those who are rearing 
families and supporting them with every ounce of strength 
they have.

‘Hopkins Rules Destitute 


Strikers Are Eligible for 
Federal Relief Funds 


Washington.—State, municipal and 
other relief organizations which have 


been refusing aid to destitute fam- 
ilies of striking mine and factory 
workers in Pennsylvania and othe 
commonwealths have been called to 
a turn by Harry L. Hopkins, Federat 
Emergency Relief Administrator, in 
charge of the half million dollar 
fund for the relief of the jobless 
and their dependents by the last 
Congress. 

Replying to Erie H. Biddle, ex- 
ecutive director of the Pennsylvania 
State Emergency Relief Board, who 
asked for a ruling on a strike case 
in Montgomery County, Pa., Mr. Hop- 


kins replied: 

“The Federal Emergency 
Administration is concerned with 
ministering relief to the needy un- 
employed and their families. Each 
case applying for relief to the local 
emergency relief agencies should be 
treated wholly apart from any con- 
troversy in which the wage earner 
may be involved. 

“The Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration will not attempt to 
judge the merits of labor disputes, 
State and Federal agencies as well 
as courts exist which are duly quai- 
ified to act as arbiters and adjust- 
ers in such disputes. 

“Unless it be determined by the 
Department of Labor that the basis 
for the strike is unreasonable and 
unjustified, the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration authorizes lo- 
cal relief agencies to furnish relief 
to the families of striking wage 
earners after careful investigation 
has shown that their resources are 
not sufficient to meet. emergency 
needs.”
